| IMPUTATION ON THE POLICE 


NOT JUSTIFIED. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr.. NUGENT asked the Chief Secretary 
whether his attention had been directed to the 
statement made by the Dublin Police Magis- 
trate, Mr. Macinerney, on the hearing of prose- 
cutions, to the effect that the police deliberately 
tried to provoke a riot; if he was aware that 
this statement was made after Superintendent 
Bannon admitted having fired revolver shots; if 
he was aware that Inspector Mills, who was 


killed at Beresford place a few weeks ago, was 


acting under Superintendent Bannon; and if he 
would cause inquiries to be made as to the 
capacity of Superintendent Bannon for the 
position he occupied. 

Mr. DUKE—My attention was called to the 
statement of the Police Magistrate. I am satis- 
fied, after full investigation of the facts, that 
the imputation on the police if not, and could 
not be, justified. Personal inquiries among 
citizens convinced me that the police as a force 
behaved throughout the recent period of diffi- 
culty with discipline, courage, and forbearance.

QUESTION FOR EMPEROR 
ALONE. 


Semi-official Austrian telegrams, received at 
Ameterdam (says a Reuter's telegram), give an 
account of the proceedings in the Lower House 
of the Austrian Reichesrath. They say the 


House adopted the bill prolonging the life of 
Parliament to December 51, 1918, and then 
began the debate on the interpellations by 
Deputies Dassynski, Stoyan, and Hruban, as 
to preparations for eventual peace negotiations. 

After the interpellators had spoken, 

The Premier, Dr. Seidler, addressed the 
House. He took warm exception to the 
speeches delivered yesterday in the House. He 
epoke with the resolve to uphold the well-tried 
Alliance with the German Empire, and such 
statements must, from that point of view, be 
regarded as highly offensive. He regretted that 
some Deputies, generalising from blunders of 
subordinate military authoritita, had used them 
as a point for attacks upon the glorious defen- 
sive forces of Austria. He promised to investi- 
gate all complaints that had been made, : 
Regarding the main question under diseus- 
eussion, the Premier said that, after consulte- 
tion with the Minister for Foreign Affairs, he 
could only stigmatise as erroneous the assump- 
tion underlying the questions of M. Daszynskr, 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government ac- 
knowledged the right of nations to determine 
their own fate as the basis for a lasting peace. 
The Austro-Hungarian Government took its 
stand on the constitution by which it was re- 
served to the Emperor to conclude peace. The 
Monarch was there entrusted with the safe- 
guarding of the interests and needs of the 
peoples of Austria. On the basis of those posi- 
tive prerogatives of the Crown, the Austro-Hun- 
garian Government, in concert with ite Allies, 
was always ready to enter into negotiations 
with the’ enemy for an honourable peace, but 
it: firmly declined any other basis for peace 


tiation. 
. Seidler continued :—-The Foreign Minister 


has openly expressed our readiness to conclude 
an honourable peace which céntains a guaran- 
tee for the assured development the 
}Monarchy. On this point our enemies cannot 
be in doubt. Se long as our enemies do not 
aceept thie standpoint of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy and our Allies we shall continue to 
Armies, and the self-sacrificing of the home land 
will bring the day when, as a reward for their 
perseverance, honourable peace is secured to 
the peoples of the Monarchy.
